To Launch An Earth Satellite 


MOSCOW (U.R)—'The Soviet Union 
has formed 
a “Commission for 
Interplanetary 
Communication" 
and is preparing to launch an 
earth satellite similar to th at of 
the 
United 
States, 
authorized 
sources said today. 
The sources said the Soviet sat­ 
ellite would be called “the auto­ 
m atic cosmic laboratory" and th at 
it would pierce the atmosphere 


and circle the earth like the moon, 
perm itting 
scientists 
below 
to 
study phenomena previously out 
of reach. 
W estern observers in Moscow be­ 
lieved Russia would accept the 
American offer to cooperate in 
space science as set forth in a 
W hite House announcement. How­ 
ever, the announcement was re­ 
ceived herd' too late for comment 


Russ People Treat U.S. 


Farmers Like Heroes 


NOVOROSSIISK, Russia (U.R) — 
The 12 touring American agricul­ 
turists said today the Russians 
were beginning to treat them more 
like heroes than plain dirt farm ­ 
ers. 


They said th at agriculture is 
being pushed further and further 
into the background by the cheer­ 
ing throngs that greet them In 
every provincial town. 
Delegation leader Dean William 
E. Lambert, of the University of 
Nebraska, conceded th at goodwill 
was becoming a mighty factor in 
the visit. 


“In addition to giving us an un­ 
derstanding of Soviet agriculture,” 
he said, ‘*our visit seems to be 
doing a great deal towards creat­ 
ing goodwill for America among 
the many groups of Russian peo­ 
ple we have met. 
“ We are not only agriculturists, 


but we are men of goodwill." 
The rousing welcome given the 
Americans here last night is be­ 
coming typical. It was the type of 
welcome usually reserved for he­ 
roes. 
More than 10,000 shouting, clap­ 
ping, smiling, pushing citizens of 
this Black Sea port jammed the 
dock to greet the Americans on 
their arrival from Odessa. It was 
the biggest crowd encountered by 
the farmers so far. 
The throngs were so thick th at 
for 
45 
minutes 
the 
Americans 
could not leave the ship. 
For the first time, the Russians 
included painted signs in their of­ 
ficial welcome. W ritten in both 
English and Russian in huge white 
letters on red background, the 
signs read: 
“Long live the friendship and 
cooperation between the American 
and Soviet people."

Chou said: 
“The Chinese people want no 
war with the United States so 
the question of a cease-fire be­

China

States does not arise." 
He said Red China would “en­ 
deavor” to make the Geneva talks 
between Wang Ping-nan’of Com­ 
munist China and D. Alexis John­ 
son of the United States “pave the 
way for further negotiations" be­ 
tween the two countries. 
The broadcast heard in Tokyo, 
said Chou told the National Peo­ 
ple’s Congress: 
. . . Provided both sides are 
sincerely desirous of negotiation 
and conciliation, it should be pos­ 
sible at the forthcoming talks at 
the ambassadorial level to reach 
first of all a reasonable settle­ 
ment of the question of the re­ 
turn of 
civilians 
to 
their 
re­ 
spective countries.” 
Chou demanded return of “sev­ 
eral thousands" of Chinese stu­ 
dents he said are still in the 
United States.

Good Will 
Blossoms 
In Soviet 
No Answer Yet To Question 
Of Housing Legislation Due 


New hou sing legislation at this session of 
Congress appears probable, bu t at the mo­ 
ment the program is sty mied by two qu es­ 


tions: 
How mu ch new pu blic hou sing shou ld 
Congress' au thorize? And the corollary : 
How’ mu ch newr pu blic hou sing does Pres­ 
ident Eisenhower really want? 
The President backed pu blic hou sing in 
his State of the U n i o n Message and his 
Bu dget Message. He wanted “a firm program 
of 35,000 additional pu blic hou sing u nits in 
each ol the nex t twro fiscal y ears, 
by 19 58 , 
the priv ate bu ilding indu stry wou ld hav e 
had “opportu nity to assu me its fu ll role in 
prov iding adequ ate hou sing for low* income 


families.” 
Bu t the Senate called and raised the pres­ 
ident's bid. On Ju ne 7 the u pper hou se v oted 
44 to 38 against the President’s program and 
then passed, 60 to 25. a Democratic su bsti­ 
tu te. This bill called for a max imu m of 8 00,- 
000, or a minimu m of 200,000 pu blic hou s­ 
ing starts, ov er a fou r-y ear period. 
T he president wou ld determine each y ear, 
depending on* economic conditions, whether 
there shou ld be a minimu m of 50,000 new 
starts or as many as 200,000. T he bill also 
prov ided, among other items, for constru c­ 
tion of 50,000 new homes for needy elderly 
persons. 
T he Hou se Banking and C u rrency Com­ 
mittee reported on Ju ne 25 its own v ersion 


of the Senate bill. T he Democratic plan was 
ju nked for the president’s program of 35,000 
u nits in each of the nex t two y ears. T he new 
v ersion au thorized 10,000 new’ starts a y ear 
for elderly persons and in other respects fol­ 
lowed in general the Senate measu re. 
Bu t the Hou se Ru les Committee on Ju ly 
1 bv a 6 to 6 tie v ote refu sed to clear the bill 
for floor action. Fou r Repu blicans and two 
sou thern Democrats blocked the bill. Rep. 
Jesse P. Wolcott (R., Mich.) had testified on 
Ju ne 30 that the W hite Hou se had told him 
of the President’s displeasu re with the bill, in 
that it completely omitted a prov ision of 
ex isting law limiting occu pancy in pu blic 
hou sing projects to persons displaced by 
slu m clearance and u rban dev elopment. 
Bu t on Ju ly 5 in a conference with Re­ 
pu blican 
leaders, 
the President listed a 
bill as fou rth on a fiv e-point legislativ e 
“mu st” list. Hou se Speaker Sam Ray bu rn 
cou ntered by pointing ou t that if the Presi­ 
dent did want a hou sing bill, he had only to 
change one Repu blican v ote in the Ru les 
Committee. 
The sty mied bill au thorizes another $4 
billion in Federal Hou sing Administration 
insu rance au thority , raising the ceiling to 
$25.7 billion. Also accepted by the Hou se 
Banking and Cu rrency Committee were 
other prov isions of the Senate bill calcu lated 
to keep the present hou se constru ction boom 
rolling.

Many reasons are giv en for the rise in 
petty thiev ery . Among them j> the desire for 
things w’ithou t the corresponding u rge to 
earn the money to pay for them. This, it is 
said, is particu larly the case among teen­ 
agers. More home training in thrift and 


importance and the fu n of sav ing money 
for specific pu rposes, gain a tru er sense of 
v alu es and more respect for the property of 
others. 


At the same time, adu lts who striv e to 
keep their financial affairs in order by bu y ­ 
ing wisely , pay ing their bills promptly , and 
sav ing regu larly are not liable to be tempted 
to steal. 


T he American people as a whole are hon­ 
est; there’s no qu estion abou t that. Bu t u n­ 


less the indiv idu al is alert, he may drift 
into practices which lead to breaking the

MOSCOW (UP.) — The biggest 
single resu lt of the Genev a con­ 
ference was the fact that Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower appears to hav e 
conv inced 
the 
Sov iet 
leaders 
that America’s intentions are 
peacefu l. 
This has already resu lted in­ 
side Ru ssia in the rapid blos­ 
soming 
of wood 
will 
toward 
America on the grass roots lev el. 
The 
official Sov iet position 
prev iou sly was that the Ameri­ 
can “people” were a fine and 
peacefu l folk bu t that the “ru l­ 
ing circles” led by the “imperial­ 
ists and Wall Street monopo­ 
lists” were constantly doing their 
u tmost to “u nleash a new war” 
as the only means of preserv ing 
cru mbling capitalism. 
Now 
that appears to hav e 
changed. The “monopolists . . . 
imperialists . . . and militarists” 
will continu e to be attacked, bu t 
the top Sov iet leaders apparent­ 
ly hav e decided the American 
ru ling circles as well as the peo­ 
ple are sincerely seeking peace. 


HINTS OF THE new attitu de 
began to appear pu blicly ev en 
before Genev a with sharply re­ 
v ised press 
treatment 
of 
of­ 
ficial American statements, par­ 
ticu larly Mr. Eisenhower’s press 
conference remarks. The u su al 
“allegeds” and other dev ices to 
cast su spicion on his statements 
were omitted. 
Tu esday Moscow Radio in an 
u nu su al bu t not u nprecedented 
mov e broadcast in fu ll the tex t 
of the President’s Monday night 
telev ision speech inclu ding su ch 
u ncomplimentary references as 
the 
“regimentation” 
of 
those 
u nder Sov iet ru le. 
Prav da, the official Commu nist 
Party organ, ev en fou nd some of 
Mr. Eisenhower’s s t a t e m e n t s 
worthy of editorial praise al­ 
thou gh it still took ex ception to 
others—bu t in markedly less bit­ 
ter langu age. 
Thu s ev en before Genev a, word 
was being passed to the Sov iet 
people 
that 
Americans 
cou ld 
again be considered friends or at 
least as fellow hu man beings 
rather than with su spicion and 
hostility . 


AND WHILE ALL the su s­ 
picion is u nlikely to- melt away 
immediately , the resu lt of the 
new attitu de already has been 
to release an apparent tremen­ 
dou s interest in America as well 
as a su rprisingly large reserv oir 
of good will toward Americans. 
The process swelled to aston­ 
ishing proportions du ring and 
after Genev a. It was spectacu ­ 
larly demonstrated by the recep­ 
tion giv en 12 American farmers 
now tou ring the Ukraine. Offi­ 
cials are bending ov er backward 
to be cordial and abcommodat- 
ing. Bu t the real su rprise has 
been the obv iou s real pleasu re 
ordinary persons show in seeing 
and talking with and welcoming 
the Americans. 
In v illage after v illage, town 
after town, city after **ity , the ar­ 
riv al 
of 
the 
Americans 
was 
awaited for hc-u rs by throngs 
thou sands strong. As one Ameri­ 
can 
pu t it, “The 
au thorities 
might be able to get the people 
ou t bu t they cou ldn’t possibly 
pu t the smiles on their faces and 
the shine in their ey es.” 


THE ENTHUSIASM has gone 
so far it apparently has ev en 
su rprised the Sov iet officials, and 
led observ ers to wonder whether 
the au thorities realized it wou ld 
be so ex treme. 
Observ ers 
also 
wonder what this indicates in 
terms of the attitu de of the man 
in the street to the prev iou s 
dru mfire of criticism of America 
by press and radio. 
Perhaps the good will shown 
the Americans in the Ukraine is 
not ty pical of the entire cou ntry 
since the Ukrainians 
are the 
most Western oriented Sov iet 
people and 
possibly 
remember 
American shu ttle bombers help­ 
ing fight the Germans and post­ 
war American UNRRA aid. 
Bu t two staff members of the 
U.S. Embassy who hav e ju st re­ 
tu rned from a v isit the Cau ca­ 
su s 
report 
they 
nev er 
were 
treated with su ch friendliness 
and cordiality and with less re­ 
serv e or prev iou s trips throu gh 
the Sov iet Union.

More Than 50 New Laws Passed 
Dealing With Subject Of Taxation 


SACRAMENTO (CNS) — Al­ 
thou gh the 1955 Legislatu re en­ 
acted no major tax legislation, 
aside from 
the 
bill 
allowing 
cou nties to adopt a one per 
cent sales tax , there were more 
than 50 measu res dealing with 
the su bject of tax ation. 
These new laws do not affect 
all of the people all of the time, 
some are special legislation, and 
others, like the Collier highway 
tax bill, merely continu e some 
tax on the statu te books. 


THE COLLIER BILL, for in­ 
stance, continu es the six cent 
gas tax in effect another two 
y ears, prov iding fu nds to con­ 
tinu e the freeway and other 
road programs. 
The increase in liqu or tax es 
has been well pu blicized, and 
hav ing gone into effect Ju ly 1, 
is well established at the pres­ 
ent time. 
Here are some of the less pu b­ 
licized tax bills, which cou ld af­ 
fect many people, some adv erse­ 
ly : 


A u t h o r i z a t i o n of a new

Scarce Vaccine, Vacations 
Slow Second Shot Program 


THE LITERARY world was 
talking increasingly of the need 
to pu blish translations of con­ 
t e m po r a r y no n-Commu nist 
American literatu re apart from 
the standard approv ed writers. 
Hy a Ehrenbu rg, one of the 
best known Sov iet au thors and 
pu blicists whose v itriol has fre­ 
qu ently been tu rned on America, 
recently told me that a new 
magazine of international litera­ 
tu re, the first issu e of which has 
Ju st been pu blished, will soon 
start 
serialization 
of 
Ernest 
Hemingway ’s “Old Man and the 
Sea” — and pay ing roy alties. 
There was increasing talk of 
other ex changes of Sov iet and 
American delegations similar 4o 
the farmers in cu ltu ral and sci­ 
entific fields. B u t it was believ ed 
this wou ld be accompanied by 
sharp criticism of the McCar- 
ran Act regu lations requ iring 
fingerprinting v istors. 
Du ring the cou rse of centu ries 
—before the Commu nist state 
was formed — Ru ssian history 
has been a long series of pendu ­ 
lu m-like swings opening u p and 
shu tting tight against the West. 
All indications 
now 
are 
that 
Russia a g a in is o pening 
u p.

The Salk anti-polio inocu lation 
program has slowed down so 
that only abou t half the na­ 
tion’s commu nities 
hav e 
gone 
ahead with the second shots or 
plan to do so du ring the remain­ 
ing su mmer weeks. (Marin’s sec­ 
ond shot program is u nder way 
at the present time.) 
A shortage 
of 
v accine, 
the 
scattering of children on their 
su mmer holiday , the v acation 
absence 
of 
doctors, 
nu rses, 
teachers and clerical help and a 
relu ctance on the part of many 
parents to go ahead with the 
second shot in the polio season 
are the reasons. 
The United Press polled its 
bu reau s across the nation to find 
ou t what the cou ntry wide situ a­ 
tion is. It discov ered 
that, 
in 
general, the Western states are 
tending more to go ahead with 
completing second shots than 
other sections of the cou ntry . 


IN NEW ENGLAND the situ a­ 
tion is simply that the states 
hav e 
not 
receiv ed 
su fficient 
v accine y et for second shots. 
In California, on 
the 
other 
hand, 31 of the 58 cou nties al­ 
ready hav e completed the sec­ 
ond shots. Los Angeles, howev er, 
has not y et decided whether it 
will finish the program. Marin 
has ju st finished the first week 
of its three-week program. 
Tex as is going ahead with sec­ 
ond shots. Fort Worth is the 
only big town there to hold ou t 
for fall inocu lations. 
Hou ston 
had planned a mass v accination 
in the city ’s ball park, bu t now 
has decided 
to 
distribu te 
the 
v accine to 24 clinics instead. 
Illinois has called off the en­ 
tire program u ntil “alter Nov . 1 
or later.” Chicago administered 
the first shot, then decided not 
to giv e the second becau se of 
polio incidence in su mmer. The 
stocks of v accine hav e been pu t 
in storage. 


IN THE sou theastern states, the 
majority of commu nities are go­ 
ing ahead with the program. 
Georgia reports, howev er, abou t 


40 per cent absenteeism on sec­ 
ond shots. Inocu lations in Lou is­ 
iana dropped from 87 ,919 the 
first time to 52.500, du e mostly 
to the difficu lty of getting chil­ 
dren together. 
Michigan will go ahead as soon 
as it gets su fficient v accine. The 
state Legislatu re v oted 2 mil­ 
lion dollars to giv e all children 
free shots. State Health Com­ 
missioner 
Dr. 
Albert 
Heu stis 
said “we are not afraid of the 
v accine and apparently Michigan 
parents are not afraid of it 
either.” 
New York has 
not 
receiv ed 
enou gh v accine to go ahead. In 
New Jersey many commu nities 
hav e postponed the program u n­ 
til after the polio season. 


IN INDIANA MOST towns are 
adopting a “wait and see” policy . 
Of 30 cou nties offered v accine 
for the second rou nd, 10 tu rned 
it down becau se of children being 
on v acation. 
In Nebraska, Dr. Edwin Ly ­ 
man, Omaha health director, is 
making no plans u ntil more v ac­ 
cine is receiv ed. “Residents are 
confu sed and disgu sted with the 
way the v accine situ ation has 
been handled,” he said. 


In Iowa only two cou nties hav e 
completed 
second 
shots. 
Des 
Moines health grou p recommend­ 
ed postponement u ntil fall.. 


NORTH AND Sou th Dakota 
are going ahead. Most commu ni­ 
ties in Pennsy lv ania 
will 
giv e 
second shots as soon as they get 
v accine. 
Bu t in Minnesota. Tennessee, 
Mary land, Delaware and most of 
Ohio, the program will not be 
resu med u ntil schools reopen. St. 
Lou is is another of the big 
cities which will wait u ntil au ­ 
tu mn. 
/ 


The Washington, D.C., Medi­ 
cal Adv isory Committee recom­ 
mended against giv ing shots in 
the polio season. Also officials 
in the capital felt they cou ld 
rou ndu p only abou t 
half 
the 
children. 


PERMITS PERSONS claiming 
to be non-resident of state to 
file su it against Franchise Tax

How New 
Military Bill 
Will Work 


WASHINGTON (¿P> — This is 
an ABC on the military reserv e 
bill ju st passed by Congress to 
bu ild u p a pool of trained men. 
President Eisenhower is ex pected 
to sign it into law shortly . 
First look at the reserv e pro­ 
gram as it stands u nder a law 
passed in 1951. 
Under that law ev ery one dis­ 
charged from the armed forces, 
u nless he 
serv ed eight y ears, 
mu st then go into the reserv es 
so that his total activ e and re­ 
serv e serv ice is eight y ears. 


THERE ARE three kinds of 
reserv es: 
1—Ready reserv ists who train. 
They drill one night a week, 
from 12 to 48 weeks a y ear, and 
spend 17 day s a y ear in camp. 
They get paid, according to rank, 
for the day s and nights they 
drill. 
2—Ready reserv ists who don’t 
do any training. They get no pay . 
3—Standby reserv es. They , liks 
the second grou p of ready re­ 
serv ists, do no drilling. 
Both grou ps of ready reserv ­ 
ists. in case of war, wou ld be 
called Into activ e serv ice ahead 
of the standby reserv es. 


WHO, UNDER 
present 
law, 
goes into the ready reserv es and 
into the standby reserv es? 
1—Any one with less than fiv e 
y ears in the armed forces mu st, 
u pon his discharge, go into the 
ready reserv es. Bu t whether or 
not he takes reserv e training is 
v olu ntary . If he doesn’t take the 
reserv e training, he mu st stay 
in the ready reserv es u ntil hia 
eight-y ear obligation is u p. 
2—Any one who has had fiv e 
y ears in the armed forces, or a. 
total of f v e in the armed forces 
and the trained ready reserv es, 
can ask for a transfer into the 
last-to-be-called standby reserv es 
u ntil his eight y ears are u p. 
That’s the way it is now. It 
will remain that way 
for 
all 
those 
who 
enter 
the 
armed 
forces before Eisenhower signs 
the new bill. 


FOR THOSE who enlist or are 
drafted after the new bill be­ 
comes a law, the total obligation 
will be six y ears instead of eight. 
They will hav e to pu t in com­ 
bined serv ice of fiv e y ears in the 
armed forces and 
the 
trained 
ready reserv es, and one y ear in 
the standby reserv es. 


CONGRESS MADE a special 
prov ision for men already in the 
armed forces. When they get 
ou t, since they ’re cov ered by the 
old law, they can choose to go 
into the non-training ready re­ 
serv es. 
Bu t Congress said the gov ern­ 
ment — in limited nu mbers and 
only u ntil Ju ly 1957 — cou ld of­ 
fer them this deal, which they 
cou ld take or reject: 
A man in activ e serv ice for 12 
months can be discharged pro­ 
v ided he agrees to go into tha 
trained ready reserv es for a per­ 
iod which, when added to his 
activ e serv ice, wou ld total fou r 
y ears.

Under the 
new law he can shorten his term 
in the Gu ard to eight y ears by 
v olu nteering for three to six 
months of activ e training at 
some armed force poet.

Max (I Cov er the Waterfront) 
Miller cov ers the geological and 
industrial history of petroleum In 
his 24th book, Speak to the Earth 
(Appleton). The Montana-born 
author, who has trav eled in and 
written about many countries, 
took a first-hand look at his own 
United States before writing this 
warmly human story of the oil 
industry . 
THE BOOK traces the history 
of oil prospecting in folksy , anec­ 
dotal fashion from the discov ery 
of oil wells (by men who were

A lazy susan server is a handy 
and attractive table-center piece 
lor the dining room, and for 
parties. 


USE FINISH lumber % ‘inch 
thick for all the wood parts. First 
glue up narrow stock. Shape the 
glued-up panels, making three 
discs; one 22 inches in diameter, 
another 11 inches In diameter, 
and another 8 inches in diam­ 
eter. The oblong piece which fits 
beneath the tray is 8 4 by 14 
inches, with tire ends rounded 
on a 7-inch radius. 
Round the edges of all the 
wood members, as shown in the 
drawings. 


THEN, CENTER the oblong 
piece on the under'side of the 
tray disc and glue it in place.

Before enum erating the gears

recall how it came into being. 
On M arch 8. 1942, executives of 
the W . A. Bechtel Co. in San 
Francisco 
received 
a 
telegram 
from Adrn. Em ory S. Land, ch air­ 
man of the Ü. S. M aritim e Com ­ 
mission, asking them to build and 
operate a new shipyard “ in the 
interests of the national emer­ 
gency. ’* 
The Bechtel Co. was 
then active In shipbuilding in the 
Tacom a-Sealtle area. 


On the following day, President 
K . K . Bech tel took a trio of M a r­ 
in residents—H arry 
Allen, Tec. 
Panton and Fred 
Boole— on 
a 


tour of county w aterfront afeas. 
They selected 
the site of the 
old Northwestern Pacific R a il­ 
road 
term inal 
near 
Sausalito. 
A fter approving an estim ate of 
about $10,250,000 for construction 
of the shipyard, 
the 
M aritim e 
Commission signaled Bechtel to 
go ahead. 
T h at was M arch 12. 
Construction was underway by 
the twenty-eighth, and on Sept. 
26 the first Liberty ship, the W il­ 
liam A. Richardson, slid down the 
shipways into the waters of R ic h ­ 
ardson Bay. 
(W illia m A. Richardson was a 
pioneer C aliforn ia settler, first 
captain of the Port of San F ra n ­ 
cisco and 
the man for whom 
Richardson B ay was nam ed.) 
/ The Folks Back In Marin 
Are Proud Qf Their Oiler 
During its three and a halt 
year 
existence, 
the 
M arinship 
yards turned out 15 Lib erty ships, 
62 tankers, 16 oilers 
and 
five 
barges. 
Last delivery made was 
th at of the M ission Los Angeles 
on O ct. 29, 1945, 
At m idnight on 
the iollow ing M ay 16, M arinship 
stepped out and the Arm y E n g i­ 
neers stepped in. 
M ost 
fam ous 
of 
M arin sh ip ’s 
w ar productions, perhaps was the 
oiler Tam alpais, the fifty- fifth 
ship built at the yards. 
W . E. 
W aste of the Bechtel Co., in an 
article published in the m aga­ 
zine Ships and the Sea in Ja n u ­ 
ary, 1954, had this to say about 
the Tam alpais; 
“ W h ile fountain pens stroked 
the end of the war on the decks 
of 
the 
battleship 
M issouri, 
36 
N avy oilers rode at anchor w ith 
the fleet assembled at Sagam i 
Bay. 
Eig h t of these were from 
M arinship, and one was the T am ­ 
alpais. 
To most observers she 
was just another grim y oiler, but 


to the folks back in M arin County 
she was the biggest and best ship 
in the fleet. M ightier, even, than 
the M ighty M o’.”

all, 
about 
75,000

quently, the enterprise was re­

The Bechtel Corp., which pour­ 
ed 838,763 cubic yards of fill and

foresaw

settling would am ount to about 
three and a h alf feet. 
T heir es­ 
tim ate was correct, as exam ina­ 
tion of foundations in front of 
the Mold Lo ft Building w ill tes­ 
tify. 
Experts say that virtu ally 
no more settling w ill occur— good 
news for industrial bigwigs look­ 
ing for a new location. 
Of the total area of 244.7 acres 
in M arinship today, 
123 2 acres 
are undeveloped and under water. 
About 20 acres of filled land are 
available for new enterprises.

B u t w hat is in M arinship now? 
And what are those 134 bathtubs? 
In the yards, from G ate Five to 
N apa street, are 66 enterprises 
providing a living wage for nearly 
$00 persons. 
The range of ac­ 
tivities runs from secretarial ser­ 
vice to the m anufacture of toy 
space helm ets, from safety paper 
cutters to galvanizing compounds. 
The Chem ical and Pigm ent Co. 
at G ate One uses the 134 bath­ 
tubs in its crystalizing process. 
Reasons for using the tubs w ill 
be explained later.

Twenty men are 
employed in the company, formed 
in San Francisco 30 years ago. 
Another dual operation in Mar- 
inship is Lando 
Products 
and 
Plastic Lume, Irfe. 
Lando, pre­ 
sided over by Ellis A. Lando, 
manufacturers aluminum Vene­ 
tian blind slat materials. 
Plas­ 
tic Lume is the sales organiza­ 
tion, headed by Don Lando. 
In 
the Lando layout are two huge 
buildings and three of the old 
wartime shipways. W ith 100 em­ 
ployees, Lando represents the lar­ 
gest industrial firm from that 
standpoint. 
The company was 
founded 
in 
1922, 
entered 
the 
M arinship picture a year 
ago 
last November. 
Oddly enough, Gate Five, with 
its sprawling acreage, contains 
smaller 
industrial 
enterprises 
than the compact Gates one and 
four. 
But, in keeping with its 
dispersion, Gate Five represents 
greater potential. 
Alan Scurf ield's 
Highway Invention 
Among the 
fast-disappearing 
shipyard remnants, tiny m anu­ 
facturing plants are rising, many 
of them featuring 
new 
ideas. 
Such 
nri 
idea 
stands 
behind 
Mark-A-Line, Inc., m anufactur­ 
ers of thoroughfare marking de­ 
vices: 
“ Dot-A-Line” 
and 
the 
soon-to-be-introduced “ Mark-A- 
Line.” 
The idea—two-fold—has 
produced devices which may be 
affixed to roads and highways 
without spikes or 
nails 
and 
which have a highly reflective 
surface. 
“ Dot-A-Line” is a four and a 
half inch diameter disc which 
rises only h alf an inch off the 
surface of the highway. 
It is 
attached by means of a special 
adhesive. 
President of the cor­ 
poration is Sausalito M ayor Alan 
H. Scurfield, who says the sales 
of Dot-A-Line may reach a m il­ 
lion a year. 
The company, now 
just an assembly plant, w ill soon 
contain facilities for the whole 
m anufacturing process. 
Expan­ 
sion from the three-man opera­ 
tion is foreseen. 
George C. Goheen’s Fiberais- 
ed B ar and Line Co., two years

These markers are in evidence

For Marinship, Narvelle Arant 
envisions a plastics center. Pa rt­ 
ner with Aubrey M. MacDerm ott 
in. Arant and 
Co., Arant 
has 
found himself involved in more 
than one unusual situation. Fore­ 
most, perhaps, began w ith a plea 
from a St. Louis cosmetics manu­ 
facturer who asked Arant to sug­ 
gest a plastic protection for male 
employees, some of 
whom 
had 
grown female breasts after work­ 
ing with sex hermones. 
Arant 
is working on this one. 
Headline item in A rant’s arsen­ 
al is the popular toy space hel­ 
met.

Also turned out in the Arant 
assembly plant are plastic rulers, 
pencil boxes, industrial helmets 
with their own filtered air supply, 
plastic “ windows” on rollers for 
protection of sandblasters. Plas­ 
tic, says Arant, is better protec- 
- 
tion than glass. In the develop­ 
ment stage at the Arant plant 
are a number of other items such 
as automatic salmon egg dispen­ 
sers for fishermen. 
W ith the addition of an injec­ 
tion molding machine—installed 
during the second week in M ay— 
the plastics industry in M arin ­ 
ship may skyrocket. 
The ma­ 
chine, purchased by Arant, M c­ 
Dermott and Jim Wilson, is the 
only one in the county. Its func­ 
tion is to mold plastics in w hat­ 
ever shape desired. 
Previously, 
all A rant’s molding was done in 
San Francisco. 
The plastics center idea has 
another foot in the door besides 
Arant’s. 
The other foot belongs 
to Sunset Plastics, makers of for­ 
mica drainboards. 
Only a nine- 
months-old company, Sunset op­ 
erates a fabricating plant with 
two employees, including owner 
E. O. Stanley.

A comparative newcomer to the 
Mold Loft Building is W arton 
Lamps, which moved in from San 
Francisco last September.

firm was founded in 1948 by Jo ­ 
seph L. W arton, a veteran of 35 
years in lamp manufacture. Son 
George, a former University of 
California football and boxing 
star, does the lion’s share of as­ 
sembling the special lamps de­ 
signed by his father. The lamps 
are of contemporary design, using 
mostly brass and plastics in their 
construction. 
A. A. Tiscornia should be a 
fam iliar name to San Francis­ 
cans and M arinites alike.

Her creations 
have proved among 
the most 
popular items in the Sausalito 
Trade Fair, long a haven for arts 
and crafts of Marinites. 
Twenty-second manufacturing 
enterprise in M arinship is Boo- 
bam, makers of handsome bam­ 
boo drums. Boobam started about 
a year ago when David (Buck) 
W heat 
(then 
chief 
musician 
aboard the passenger liner Presi­ 
dent Cleveland) brought a doz­ 
en bamboo poles from the Ph ilip ­ 
pines at the request of B ill Loub- 
borough. Loughborough had toy­ 
ed with the idea of m anufactur­ 
ing drums from the poles after 
noting that the wood had re­ 
markable resonant qualities. 


Name Bands Buy 
Boobam Drums 
Loughborough’s idea had jelled 
by last September, and Boobam 
went into full production. 
The 
drums are built of sections of 
poles four and a half inches in 
diameter (they come in eight- 
foot lengths). 
Two types are 
manufactured: (1) Poles hollow­ 
ed and covered with calfskin and 
(2) poles slotted in varying pat­ 
terns. 
Drummer Shelley Manne was 
the first “name band” to use Boo­ 
bam drums. 
He used a set of 
eight calfskin-covered drums in 
his recording of “The Sound E f­ 
fects M anne” (Contemporary la­ 
bel, Los Angeles). 
Now Lough­ 
borough, his first idea a success, 
is moving ahead with plans to 
design a marimba using bamboo 
resonators and redwood keys. 


Symphony Violinist 
Makes Race Craft 
W hen the racing yaw l Suomi 
went down after a collision off 
Point Arguello April 21, M arin­ 
ship’s Myron Spaulding was set 
back on his heels. 
Owner of 
the boat was Henry Meiggs, for 
whom Spaulding built the Suomi 
and for whom he was building 
another yawl, this one a 45- 
footer.

The n ew chu rches are partin g 
from tradition both in architec­ 
tu re an d in con cept of the fu n c­ 
tion of the hou se of God. 


More an d more the chu rches 
are bein g bu ilt as a home—with 
abou t half of ev ery bu ildin g dol­ 
lar g oin g for edu cation al, rec­ 
reation al, an d fellowship facili­ 
ties. The idea is to prov ide a 
place for ev ery member of the 
family ev ery day of the week. 


OLD IDEA 
The old idea of a big meetin g 
room is g on e. The n ew chu rch 
is a place for y ou th sev en day s 
a week as well as adu lts. 


A,n d the tren d in chu rch de­ 
sig n is away from the tradition al, 
away from the strictly Gothic 
an d Georg ian stru ctu res. Some 
of the con temporary desig n s are 
mild shockers, bu t most hav e 
dig n ity an d proportion . An d they 
u tilize modern materials. 
The bu ildin g boom is ex pected 
to con tin u e. Georg e Clin e Sm ith, 
assistan t v ice presiden t an d econ ­ 
omist of the F. Wr. Dodg e Corp., 
in a recen t assessmen t said: 
“It is reason able to ex pect th at

SAN FRA N C ISC O 
— In the 
early, bitter days of the Korean 
W ar, tnree American teen-agers 
were captured by the Communists 
in North Korea. Less than three 
years later they renounced their 
homeland, turned their backs on 
their loved ones and elected to 
“ fight for peace” in Communist 
China. 
Today those three Americans— 
teen-agers 
no 
longer—are 
back 
home— in the prison stockade at 
Fort Baker, facing charges that 
could mean the death penalty. 


They are accused of betraying 
their comrades and their country, 
informing and aiding the enemy 
in exchange for favored treatment.

POLIO VACCINE BOOSTER SHOT

The revised schedule is as follows :

Bulgaria Pay 


A 
For Plane Dead 


W A SH IN G TO N (JP) — The U nit­ 
ed States today demanded that 
Bulgaria pay “ prompt and ade­ 
quate” compensation for the loss 
of 12 Americans in the shooting 
down of an Israel airliner by B u l­ 
garian troops last Wednesday. 
Bulgaria also was asked to take 
all necessary steps to prevent a 
recurrence, and punish all persons 
responsible 
for 
the 
incident 
in 
which a total of 58 persons died. 
State Department Press Officer 
Henry Suydam said a note was 
sent to the U.S. embassy at Berne, 
Switzerland, to that effect. The 
Swiss represent U.S. interests in 
Bulgaria since the U.S. govern­ 
ment does not recognize the Com­ 
munist regime there. 
Suydam said the communica­ 
tion “ emphatically 
protests 
the 
brutal shooting 
down of 
this 
plane.” 
The Bulgarians shot down the 
plane, an E l A1 liner from Israel, 
as it flew off course from London 
to Israel. Britain also is protesting 
the death „of five Britons in the 
crash. 
Suydam said the U.S. govern­ 
ment protested the incident as “ a 
grave violation of the principles 
of international law.” 
He said the “ prompt and ade­

SAN FRA N C ISC O (JP)—Pacific Greyhound 
Lines has overestimated its needs in “ num­ 
erous cases” a State Public Utilities Commis­ 
sion engineer testified yesterday at the hear­ 
ing on the firm's request for higher commute 
fares in M arin and Sonoma counties. 
Otto B. Liersch, commission senior trans­ 
portation engineer, estimated that the com­ 
pany would spend $60,000 next year for sal­ 
aries 
of superintendents of transportation. 
Greyhound has $85,700 down for that item 
and Liersch asserted there arc many similar 
instances of high figures in the company 
estimates. 
Liersch figures Greyhound will lose $205,- 


300 next year at the present rates instead of 


$311,500 as estimated by the company. 


Spurgeon Avakian, attorney for the M a­ 


rin Federation of Commuters Clubs, claimed 


that Greyhound’s formula for computing op­ 


erating costs is faulty. He drew from Grey­ 
hound Vice President M. C. Frailey an ad­ 
mission that the company had unde isti- 
mated its income last year by more than 
four million dollars, an l l 1^ per cent error.

Gate Bridge Curve 
Widening Planned 


Golden Gate Bridge Board took 
action 
yesterday 
prelim inary 
to 
expenditure of more than half a 
million dollars to “ ease” a curve 
in the bridge. 
The board, meeting in Sonoma 
County courthouse, Santa Rosa, 
voted to open negotiations with the 
federal government for additional 
land in The Presidio at the south 
end of the bridge so that the curve 
before the toll gates can be widen­ 
ed. 
The project, proposed by Gener­ 
al Manager James Adam, would 
mean a major structural change 
in the bridge, widening it so that 
southbound traffic could flow more 
smoothly into the toll plaza, par­ 
ticularly during the morning rush 
hours and on Sunday evenings. 
Adam estimated that total cost 
of the project would be between 
$500.000 and $600.000. 
In other actions yesterday the 
board:

A iormer Richmond machinist, 
declared legally dead after dis- 
apearing 10 years ago, was ‘found 
very much alive 
this week by 
special investigators of the M a­ 
rin District Attorney’s Office. 


The “ legally dead” man, Rus­ 
sell O. Wimmer, 47, was held in 
M arin County Ja il last night in 
lieu of $250 bail on charges of 
not supporting his family. 
He 
abandoned his wife and two child­ 
ren in Richmond in 1945. His w’ife 
waited 
seven 
years, 
then 
re­ 
married * after Wimmer was de­ 
clared legally dead. 


“ He’s very much alive as far 
as we are concerned,” said a dep­ 
uty district attorney, who plans 
to prosecute. 


Tony Adam, one of the D.A.s 
investigators, said it was his so­ 
cial security number which proved 
the undoing of Wimmer. Through 
routine checks with the social se­ 
curity office in Baltim ore and in 
Sacramento, Adam learned that 
the man was using his social se­ 
curity number to get jobs. But 
each 
time 
M arin 
investigators 
spotted 
Wim m er’s 
whereabouts, 
the suspect skipped town. He fi­ 
nally was nailed at a Los An­ 
geles restaurant, and a warrant 
of arrest served there. 


Back in M arin jail, Wimmer told 
Adam that he has a guilty con­ 
science and wants to repay his 
“ debt to society” and reimburse 
the county for the welfare aid re­ 
ceived by his children since 1953 | 
when his wife and children moved 
into Marin. About $3.000 in coun­ 
ty welfare aid have been spent for 1 
the family. The wife is presently 
living in San Anselmo, and her 
children are in foster homes.

Soviets Claim They/ Too, Plan 
To Launch An Earth Satellite 


M O SCO W (U.R)—The Soviet Union 
has formed a “ Commission for 
Interplanetary 
Communication” 
and is preparing to launch an 
earth satellite sim ilar to that of 
the 
United 
States, 
authorized 
sources said today. 
The sources said the Soviet sat­ 
ellite would be called “ the auto­ 
matic cosmic laboratory” and that 
it would pierce the atmosphere 


and circle the earth like the moon; 
permitting 
scientists 
below 
to 
study phenomena previously out 
of reach. 
Western observers in Moscow be­ 
lieved Russia would accept the 
American offer to cooperate in 
space science as set forth in a 
W hite House announcement. How­ 
ever, the announcement was re­ 
ceived her^ too late for comment 


Russ People Treat U.S. 


Farmers Like Heroes 


N O V O R O SSIISK , Russia (U.R) — 
The 12 touring American agricul­ 
turists said today the Russians 
were beginning to treat them more 
like heroes than plain dirt farm ­ 
ers. 


They said that agriculture is 
being pushed further and further 
into the background by the cheer­ 
ing throngs that greet them in 
every provincial town. 
Delegation leader Dean W illiam 
E. Lambert, of the University of 
Nebraska, conceded that goodwill 
was becoming & mighty factor in 
the visit. 


“ In addition to giving us an un­ 
derstanding of Soviet agriculture,” 
he said, ‘*our visit seems to be 
doing a great deal towards creat­ 
ing goodwill for America among 
the many groups of Russian peo­ 
ple we have met. 
“ We are not only agriculturists, 


but we are men of goodwill.” 
The rousing welcome given the 
Americans here last night is be­ 
coming typical. It was the type of 
welcome usually reserved for he­ 
roes. 
More than 10,000 shouting, clap­ 
ping, smiling, pushing citizens of 
this Black Sea port jammed the 
dock to greet the Americans on 
their arrival from Odessa. It was 
the biggest crowd encountered by 
the farmers so far. 
The throngs were .so thick that 
for 
45 
minutes 
the 
Americans 
could not leave the ship. 
For the first time, the Russians 
included painted signs in their of­ 
ficial welcome. W ritten in both 
English and Russian in huge white 
letters on red 
background, 
the 
signs read: 
“ Long live the friendship and 
cooperation between the American 
and Soviet people.”

Goetingen, Germany said Russia 
may have started on a satellite 
project first and predicted they

O fficial Soviet publications re­ 
viewed over Moscow Radio have 
carried frequent reports of space 
propulsion research and one re­ 
cent commentary outlined in de­ 
tail plans for a two-stage rocket 
with a television-equipped satel­ 
lite. 
London’s

Worker reported today that “ a 
year ago work began in the Soviet 
Union 
on 
construction 
of 
the 
worlds first cosmic ship.” 
“ This man-made satellite will 
circle the earth and perform the 
function of a space laboratory 
from which observations and pho­ 
tographs of phenomena on and 
surrounding 
the 
earth 
can 
be 
made,” it said. 
The report by# the D aily W ork­ 
er’s scientific correspondent ac­ 
companied an unusually friendly 
account 
of 
the 
American 
an­ 
nouncement under the headline: 
“A ll aboard for the moon—this 
morning we’re one step nearer 
the conquest of space.” 
Certain Soviet experts said a 
“ commission 
for 
interplanetary 
Communication” was created at 
the beginning of 1955. 
Moscow announced in April its 
intention of studying “ inaccessible 
phenomena under earth-like con­ 
ditions,” a possible reference to 
a satellite. 


T O K Y O (¡P) — Red China's Pre­ 
mier Chou En-lai declared tonight 
the question of the small number 
of American civilians in Commu­ 
nist China “can be easily settled” 
at the Geneva talks starting Mon ­ 
day. 
Chou did not mention the 11 
U.S. airmen Red China impris­ 
oned on charges of “spying.” 
U.S. government officials have 
said 51 Americans are held by 
China, including 40 civilians and 
11 fliers. Twenty-five civilians are 
reported in jail; 3 under house 
arrest and 
12 are refused exit 
visas. 
In

policy 
speech 
broadcast by the Peiping Radio, 
Chou said: 
“The Chinese people want no 
war with the United States so 
the question of a cease-fire be­

China 
and

States does not arise.” 
He said Red China would “ en­ 
deavor” to make the Geneva talks 
between Wang Ping-nan’ of Com­ 
munist China and JJ. Alexis John­ 
son of the United States “ pave the 
way for further negotiations” be­ 
tween the two countries. 
The broadcast heard in Tokyo, 
said Chou told the National Peo­ 
ple’s Congress: 
“ . . . Provided both sides are 
sincerely desirous of negotiation 
and conciliation, it should be pos­ 
sible at the forthcoming talks at 
the ambassadorial level to reach 
first of all a reasonable settle­ 
ment of the question of the re­ 
turn of 
civilians 
to

spective countries.” 
Chou demanded return of “ sev­ 
eral thousands” of Chinese stu­ 
dents he said are still in the 
United States.

No Answer Yet To Question 
Of Housing Legislation Due 


New housing legislation at this session of 
Congress appears probable, but at the mo­ 
ment the program is stymied by two ques­ 


tions: 
How much new public housing should 
Congress authorize? And the corollary: 
How much newr public housing does Pres- 
ident Eisenhower really want.' 
T he President backed public housing in 
his State of the U n i o n Message and his 
Budget Message. He wanted “a tirm program 
of 35,000 additional public housing units in 
each ot the next twro fiscal years, 
by 1958, 
the private building industry* would have 
had "opportunity to assume its full role in 
providing adequate housing for low income 


families.” 
. 
But the Senate called and raised the pres­ 
ident’s bid. On June 7 the upper house voted 
44 to 38 against the President’s program and 
then passed, 60 to 25, a Democratic substi­ 
tute. T his bill called for a maximum of 800,- 
000, or a m inim um of 200,000 public hous­ 
ing starts, over a four-year period. 
T he president would determine each year, 
depending on economic conditions, whether 
there should be a minimum of 50,000 new 
starts or as many as 200,000. I he bill also 
provided, among other items, for construc­ 
tion of 50,000 new homes for needy elderly 


persons. 
T he House Banking and Currency Com­ 
mittee reported on June 25 its own version 


of the Senate bill. T he Democratic plan was 
junked for the president’s program of 35,000 
units in each of the next two years. T he new 
version authorized 10,000 new starts a year 
for elderly persons and in other respects fol­ 
lowed in general the Senate measure. 
But the House Rules Committee on July 
1 by a 6 to 6 tie vote refused to clear the bill 
for floor action. Four Republicans and two 
southern Democrats blocked the bill. Rep. 
Jesse P. W olcott (R., Mich.) had testified on 
June 30 that the W hite House had told him 
of the President’s displeasure with the bill, in 
that it completely omitted a provision of 
existing law lim iting occupancy in public 
housing projects to persons displaced by 
slum clearance and urban development. 
But on July 5 in a conference with Re­ 
publican 
leaders, 
the 
President 
listed 
a 
bill as fourth on a five-point legislative 
"must” list. House Speaker Sam Rayburn 
countered by pointing out that it the Presi­ 
dent did want a housing bill, he had only to 
change one Republican vote in the Rules 


Committee. 
The stymied bill authorizes another $4 
billion in Federal Housing Administration 
insurance authority, raising the ceiling to 
$25.7 billion. Also accepted by the House 
Banking 
and 
Currency Committee 
were 
other provisions of the Senate bill calculated 
to keep the present house construction boom 


rolling. 


Shoplifting On The Increase 


Surveys made around the United States 
indicate a growing practice of shoplifting, 
especially in the self-help stores. Estimates 
are that it has risen one-third to one-half 
above what it was several years ago. 
Although thefts by adults are as much or 
more than thefts by youngsters, store exec­ 
utives think that juvenile pilfering would 
be less if parents were less indifferent to this 
evil. Children should be m^de to account 
for items in their possession which parents 
know they couldn’t have purchased. 
Many reasons are given for the rise in 
petty thievery. Among them is the desire for 
things without the corresponding urge to 
earn the money to pay for them. This, it is 
said, is particularly the case among teen­ 
agers. More home training in thrift and 


self-reliance as well as more emphasis on 
simple honesty would counteract the cur­ 
rent trend. Youngsters who are taught the 
importance and the fun of saving money 
for specific purposes, gain a truer sense of 
values and more respect for the property of 
others. 


At the same time, adults who strive to 
keep their financial alfairs in order by buy­ 
ing wisely, paying their bills promptly, and 
saving regularly are not liable to be tempted 
to steal. 


T he American people as a whole are hon­ 


est; there’s no question about that. But un­ 


less the individual is alert, he may drift 
into practices which lead to breaking the 
. law.

Soviet position 
previously was th at the Ameri­ 
can “people” were a fine and 
peaceful folk but th at the “rul­ 
ing circles” led by the “imperial­ 
ists and Wall Street monopo­ 
lists” were constantly doing their 
utmost to “unleash a new war” 
as the only means of preserving 
crumbling capitalism. 
Now 
that 
appears 
to 
have 
changed. The “monopolists . . . 
imperialists . . . and militarists ’ 
will continue to be attacked, but 
the top Soviet leaders apparent­ 
ly have decided the American 
ruling circles as well as the peo­ 
ple are sincerely seeking peace. 


HINTS OF THE new attitude 
began to appear publicly even 
before Geneva with sharply re­ 
vised press 
treatm ent 
of 
of­ 
ficial American statements, par­ 
ticularly Mr. Eisenhower’s press 
conference remarks. The usual 
“allegeds” and other devices to 
cast suspicion on his statements 
were omitted. 
Tuesday Moscow Radio in an 
unusual but not unprecedented 
move broadcast in full the text 
of the President’s Monday night 
television speech including such 
uncomplimentary references as 
the 
"regimentation” 
of 
those 
under Soviet rule. 
Pravda, the official Communist 
Party organ, even found some of 
Mr. Eisenhower’s s t a t e m e n t s 
worthy of editorial praise al­ 
though it still took exception to 
others—but in markedly less bit­ 
ter language. 
Thus even before Geneva, word 
was being passed to the Soviet 
people 
th at 
Americans 
could 
again be considered friends or at 
least as fellow hum an beings 
rather than with suspicion and 
hostility. 


AND WHILE ALL the sus­ 
picion is unlikely to- melt away 
immediately, the result of the 
new attitude already has been 
to release an apparent trem en­ 
dous interest in America as well 
as a surprisingly large reservoir 
of good will toward Americans. 
The process swelled to aston­ 
ishing proportions during and 
after Geneva. It was spectacu­ 
larly demonstrated by the recep­ 
tion given 12 American farmers 
now touring the Ukraine. Offi­ 
cials are bending over backward 
to be cordial and abcommodat- 
ing. But the real surprise has 
been the obvious real pleasure 
ordinary persons show in seeing 
and talking with and welcoming 
the Americans. 
In village after village, town 
after town, city after rity, the a r­ 
rival 
of 
the 
Americans 
was 
awaited for hours by throngs 
thousands strong. As one Ameri­ 
can 
put 
it, 
“The 
authorities 
might be able to get the people 
out but they couldn’t possibly 
put the smiles on their faces and 
the shine in their eyes ’ 


THE ENTHUSIASM has gone 
so far it apparently has even 
surprised the Soviet officials, and 
led observers to wonder whether 
the authorities realized it would 
be so extreme. 
Observers 
also 
wonder what this indicates in 
terms of the attitude of the man 
in the street to the previous 
drumfire of criticism of America 
by press and radio. 
Perhaps the good will shown 
the Americans in the Ukraine is 
not typical of the entire country 
since the 
Ukrainians 
are 
the 
most W estern oriented Soviet 
people and 
possibly 
remember 
American shuttle bombers help­ 
ing fight the Germans and post­ 
war American UNRRA aid. 
But two staff members of the 
U.S. Embassy who have just re­ 
turned from a visit the Cauca­ 
sus 
report 
they 
never 
were 
treated with such friendliness 
and cordiality and with less re­ 
serve or* previous trips through 
the Soviet Union. 


THE LITERARY world was 
talking increasingly of the need 
to publish translations of con­ 
t e m p o r a r y n o n-Communist 
American literature apart from 
the standard approved writers. 
Ilya Ehrenburg. 
one 
of 
the 
best known Soviet authors and 
publicists whose vitriol has fre­ 
quently been turned on America, 
recently told me th at a new 
magazine of international litera­ 
ture, the first issue of which has 
just been published, will soon 
start 
serialization 
of 
Ernest 
Hemingway’s “Old Man and the 
Sea” — and paying royalties. 
There was increasing talk of 
other exchanges of Soviet and 
American delegations similar lo 
the farmers in cultural and sci­ 
entific fields. B u t it was believed 
this would be accompanied by 
sharp criticism of the McCar- 
ran 
Act regulations 
requiring 
fingerprinting vistors. 
During the course of centuries 
—before the Communist state 
was formed — Russian history 
has been a long »eries of pendu­ 
lum-like swings opening up and 
shutting tight against the West. 
All indications 
now 
are 
tn at 
Russia again is opening up.

SACRAMENTO (CNS) — Al­ 
though the 1955 Legislature en­ 
acted no major tax legislation, 
aside from 
the 
bill 
allowing 
counties to adopt a one per 
cent sales tax, there were more 
than 50 measures dealing with 
the subject of taxation. 
These new laws do not affect 
all of the people all of the time, 
some are special legislation, and 
others, like the Collier highway 
tax bill, merely continue some 
tax on the statute books. 


THE COLLIER BILL, for in­ 
stance, continues the six cent 
gas tax in effect another two 
years, providing funds to con­ 
tinue the freeway and other 
road programs. 
The increase in liquor taxes 
has been well publicized, and 
having gone into effect July 1, 
is well established at the pres­ 
ent time. 
Here are some of the less pub­ 
licized tax bills, which could af­ 
fect m any people, some adverse­ 
ly: 


A u t h o r i z a t i o n of a new 


“over-rate” tax of 5 cents on the 
$100 of assessed valuation to civ­ 
il defense purposes; on redemp­ 
tions of corporate stock to pay 
death taxes, the stock must be 
included in estate and amount of 
distribution can’t exceed sum of 
death taxes; exempts from sales 
tax gross receipts of personal 
property purchased for use out­ 
side the state; $4,000 exemption 
annually on gift of future inter­ 
est in property to a minor; in­ 
crease taxes for reclamation dis­ 
trict from 30 to 75 cents per $100 
maximum. 
Allows board of equalization to 
issue new permits after revoca­ 
tion of use fuel tax on payment 
of penalty; permits cancellation 
of assessments or refunds of 
taxes on church property as­ 
sessed or collected in error. 


ANTJ-POUO 
INOCU 
Scarce Vaccine, Vacations 
Slow Second Shot Program 


By UNITED PRESS 


The Salk anti-polio inoculation 
program has slowed down so 
th at only about half the n a­ 
tion’s communities 
have 
gone 
ahead with the second shots or 
plan to do so during the rem ain­ 
ing summer weeks. (M arin’s sec­ 
ond shot program is under way 
at the present time.) 
A shortage 
of 
vaccine, 
the 
scattering of children on their 
summer holiday, the vacation 
absence 
of 
doctors, 
nurses, 
teachers and clerical help and a 
reluctance on the part of many 
parents to go ahead with the 
second shot in the polio season 
are the reasons 
The United Press polled it* 
bureaus across the nation to find 
out what the countrywide situa­ 
tion is. It discovered 
that, 
in 
general, the Western states are 
tending more to go ahead with 
completing second shots than 
other sections of the country. 


IN NEW ENGLAND the situa­ 
tion is simply that the states 
have 
not 
received 
sufficient 
vaccine yet for second shots. 
In California, on 
the 
other 
hand, 31 of the 58 counties al­ 
ready have completed the sec­ 
ond shots. Los Angeles, however, 
has not yet decided whether it 
will finish the program. Marin 
has just finished the first week 
of its three-week program. 
Texas is going ahead with sec­ 
ond shots. Fort W orth is the 
only big town there to hold out 
for fall inoculations. 
Houston 
had planned a mass vaccination 
in the city's ball park, but now 
has decided 
to 
distribute 
the 
vaccine to 24 clinics instead. 
Illinois has called off the en­ 
tire program until “alter Nov. 1 
or later.” Chicago administered 
the first shot, then decided not 
to give the second because of 
polio incidence in summer. The 
stocks of vaccine have been put 
in storage. 


IN THE southeastern states, the 
m ajority of communities are go­ 
ing ahead 
with 
the 
program. 
Georgia reports, however, about 


40 per cent absenteeism on sec­ 
ond shots. Inoculations in Louis­ 
iana dropped from 87,919 the 
first time to 52,500, due mostly 
to the difficulty of getting chil­ 
dren together. 
Michigan will go ahead as soon 
as it gets sufficient vaccine. The 
state Legislature voted 2 mil­ 
lion dollars to give all children 
free shots. State Health Com­ 
missioner 
Dr. 
Albert 
Heustis 
said “we are not afraid of the 
vaccine and apparently Michigan 
parents are not afraid of it 
either.” 
New York has 
not 
received 
enough vaccine to go ahead. In 
New Jersey many communities 
have postponed the program un­ 
til after the polio season. 


IN INDIANA MOST towns are 
adopting a “wait and see” policy. 
Of 30 counties offered vaccine 
for the second round, 10 turned 
it down because of children being 
on vacation. 
In Nebraska, Dr. Edwin Ly­ 
man, Omaha health director, is 
making no plans until more vac­ 
cine is received. “Residents are 
confused and disgusted with the 
way the vaccine situation has 
been handled,” he said. 


In Iowa only two counties have 
completed 
second 
shots. 
Des 
Moines health group recommend­ 
ed postponement until fall.. 


NORTH A N D South Dakota 
are going ahead. Most communi­ 
ties in Pennsylvania 
will 
give 
second shots as soon as they get 
vaccine. 
But in Minnesota. Tennessee, 
Maryland, Delaware and most of 
Ohio, the program will not be 
resumed until schools reopen. St. 
Louis 
is another 
of the big 
cities which will wait until au­ 
tumn. 
/ 


The Washington, D.C., Medi­ 
cal Advisory Committee recom­ 
mended against giving shots in 
the polio season. Also officials 
in the capital felt they could 
roundup only about 
half 
the 
children. 


PERMITS PERSONS claiming 
to be non-resident of state to 
file suit against Franchise Tax 
Board to determine fact of resi­ 
dence in connection with person­ 
al income taxes; provides for 
payment of taxes out of con­ 
demnation award; makes prop­ 
erty delivered by out of state 
m anufacturers to agents in Cali­ 
fornia subject to state sales and 
use taxes. 
Permits cancellation of taxes 
on property annexed to a city 
which owns it after the tax lien 
date on local tax collections, 
provides for payment of second 
equal installm ent Feb. 1, in­ 
stead of Jan. 30; requires person 
who receives another’s tax bill 
to mail or deliver it within 30 
days to the other person. 


JAMES M M L O W 
How New 
Military Bill 
Will Work 


WASHINGTON (JP) — This is 
an ABC on the military reserve 
bill just passed by Congress to 
build up a pool of trained men. 
President Eisenhower is expected 
to sign it into law shortly. 
First look at the reserve pro­ 
gram as it stands under a law 
passed in 1951. 
Under that law everyone dis­ 
charged from the armed forces, 
unless he 
served 
eight years, 
must then go into the reserves 
so that his total active and re­ 
serve service is eight years. 


THERE ARE three kinds of 
reserves: 
1—Ready reservist» who train. 
They drill one night a week, 
from 12 to 48 weeks a year, and 
spend 17 di.ys a year in camp. 
They get paid, according to rank, 
for the days and nights they 
drill. 
2—Ready reservists who don’t 
do any training. They get no pay. 
3—Standby reserves. They, liks 
the second group of ready re­ 
servists, do no drilling. 
Both groups of ready reserv­ 
ists, in case of war, would be 
called Into active service ahead 
of the standby reserves. 


WHO. UNDER 
present 
law, 
goes into the ready reserves and 
into the standby reserves? 
1—Anyone with less than five 
years in the armed forces must, 
upon his discharge, go into the 
ready reserves. But whether or 
not he takes reserve training is 
voluntary. If he doesn’t take the 
reserve training, he must stay 
in the ready reserves until his 
eight-year obligation is up. 
2—Anyone who has had fivt 
years in the armed forces, or a 
total of five in the armed force* 
and the trained ready reserves, 
can ask lor a transfer into the 
last-to-be-called standby reserves 
until his eight years are up. 
T hat’s the way it is now. It 
will remain th at way 
for 
all 
those 
who 
enter 
the 
armed 
forces before Eisenhower signs 
the new bill. 


FOR THOSE who enlist or are 
drafted after the new bill be­ 
comes a law, the total obligation 
will be six years instead of eight. 
They will have to put in com­ 
bined service of five years in the 
armed forces and 
the 
trained 
ready reserves, and one year in 
the standby reserves. 


CONGRESS MADE a special 
provision for men already in the 
armed forces. When they get 
out, since they’re covered by the 
old law, they can choose to go 
into the non-training ready re­ 
serves. 
But Congress said the govern­ 
m ent — in limited numbers and 
only until July 1957 — could of­ 
fer them this deal, which they 
could take or reject: 
A man in active service for 12 
months can be discharged pro­ 
vided he agrees to go into ths 
trained ready reserves for a per­ 
iod which, when added to his 
active service, would total four 
years. Then, since under the old 
law he still has an eight-year 
obligation, he could serve his re­ 
maining four as a standby. 
Or a m an who has filled out 
his enlistment or draft term, if 
he volunteers to 
go 
into 
the 
trained ready reserve, will have 
to serve only one year in th at 
group. Then he’d serve out the 
rest of his eight-yeav obligation 
as a standby. 


TIGHTENS LAW controlling 
collection from distributors by 
providing th at persons who use 
gas without paying tax are joint­ 
ly liable; exempts from property 
tax the stock in trade of a blind 
operator of a vending stand; ex­ 
empts from state 3 per cent gross 
receipts tax carriers in cities 
which assess a similar tax; ex­ 
empts from sales and use tax 
meals and food products sold to 
teachers or students by blind 
persons operating in educational 
institutions. 
Bring both personal income 
tax and bank and corporation 
tax laws into conformity with 
federal internal revenue code; 
exempts diesel fuel from taxa­ 
tion when used by highway con­ 
struction 
equipment; 
extends 
sales tax exemption for proper­ 
ty used for construction outside 
the state to include contracts 
on federal property inside the 
state. 


THIS IS WHAT the pew law 
will also do — but again only 
for a limited number—for pre­ 
draft youths under 18%: 
They can become exempt from 
the draft by 
volunteering 
for 
special training of three to six 
months, followed by 7% years in 
the trained ready reserves. 
A high 
school 
student 
who 
volunteered for the trained ready 
reserves under this arrangement 
could defer his required active 
training until he graduated or 
reached 20. Meanwhile, he’d bo 
credited for the ready reservs 
drills he attended. 
Under present law a youth who 
joins the National Guard before 
he’s 18% can, avoid the draft, 
provided he agrees to stay in the 
Guard until he’s 28. Under the 
new law he can shorten his term 
in the Guard to eight years by 
volunteering for three to six 
month* of active training at 
some armed force post.

chance” to become the premier 
catcher in the American League 
before too long. 
“Dickey and Cochrane both were 
better than Berra.” the astute 
Ruel insists. “Trying to rate those 
two Ts just about impossible.” 
But for the all-tim e best behind 
the bat Ruel goes for Schalk, who 
came out of the Chicago Black 
Sox scandal with a clean bill of 
and Billy Dickey. And he puts Ray 1 health 
Schalk up above them all. 
Muddy, who ranked as one of 
the truly fine “defensive” catch­ 
ers, doesn’t attem pt to classify 
Berra and Roy Campanella of the 
Brooklyn Dodgers, indubitably the 


“Cochrane and Dickey could out- 
hit Schalk.” Muddy mused, “and 
they were real powers on attack. 
But Schalk was the greatest, strict­ 
ly as a catcher. He never came 
out of his crouch to throw.

Frothy, Satirical

Hildegarde Dolson’s collection 
of frothy, satirical pieces, entitled 
Sorry to Be So Cheerful (Ran­ 
dom House) should provide many 
a diverting moment on hot sum­ 
mer afternoons. 
They range from a hilarious 
interview with the late Mrs. Emily 
Post, (in which, the Jacket claims,

The author, who describes her­ 
self as a "true drab blonde” has 
gleaned most of this volume’s 
material from pieces which ap­ 
peared in the "New Yorker” over 
the past twenty years.

Max (I Cover the Waterfront) 
Miller covers the geological and 
industrial history of petroleum in 
his 24th book, Speak to the Earth 
(Appleton). The Montana-born 
author, who has traveled in and 
written about many countries, 
took a first-hand look at his own 
United States before writing this 
warmly human story of the oil 
industry. 
THE BOOK traces the history 
of oil prospecting in folksy, anec­ 
dotal fashion from the discovery 
of oil wells (by men who were 
looking for salt water wells) to 
the future expectations of the 
industry, 
including 
off - shore 
drilling. 
Miller theorizes that the per­ 
sons “who were so spellbound by 
the giant flares of natural gas”

GRAY, M aine—There’s a new 
apple orchard growing right out 
of an old one here. 
I t’s Everett W. B artlett’s sawed- 
off. stum p-grafted orchard. 
B artlett bought the half-cen­ 
tury old property as a hobby in 
1947 and several years later be­ 
gan a rejuvenating project. 
HE SAWED off 60 old and 
weary Ben Davis apple trees at 
the trunks. 
Then 
he 
grafted 
scions of Gravenstein, M cIntosh 
and Cortland varieties into the 
cambium layer of the stumps. 
The new growth this year aver­ 
ages 15 to 18 feet tall. 


B artlett explains th at by util­ 
izing the massive root systems 
of the old trees h e’s getting a 
crop twice as fast as if he had 
set out new trees. Last year these 
stump trees averaged nearly a 
bushel each. He expects three 
bushels this fall and 20 bushels 
within five years. 


NO NOVICE at grafting is 
B artlett, 61. He was taught the 
art by his late father, Everett N. 
B artlett, a W interport orchard- 
ist. At the age of 16 he earned 
$10 a day grafting trees for his 
neighbors.

M arin County Farm Advisor 
One of the causes of death of 
plants is a decay of the root 
system from poor drainage or 
overwatering. Often plants will 
grow vigorously during the early 
part of the season through the 
rain 
period, 
but 
in 
summer 
m onths when watering of the 
garden is practiced, the plants 
will collapse rather rapidly. 
INDICATIONS of root disorder 
show up in the stunting and 
burning of the term inal growth 
of the plant. Then within a short 
time, with this in evidence, the 
gardener will notice th at the 
plant withers and does not re­ 
spond to any type of treatm ent 
such as watering or fertilizing. 
Excess water around the roots 
of plants cuts off air from the 
roots and causes them to die. 
Standing in wet soil all the time 
causes decay to take the small 
fine feeder roots. The small feed­ 
er roots are the im portant roots 
in the life of a plant. 
Heavy soils m ust be handled 
with care or else a poor situation 
for growing plants develops. Good 
drainage is im portant in heavy 


soils. Care should be exercised 
in the irrigation of the plants, 
so that they are not over-watered 
at any time. 
Often 
plants 
collapse 
from 
poor drainage on what appears 
to be a good slope where drain­ 
age would seem to be excellent. 
In such a place, clay pockets or 
rock formations may exist, pre­ 
venting the water from draining 
away from the base of the plant. 
In this case, it may be necessary 
to do some tilling in order to get 
better drainage. Sometimes all 
th at may be necessary is extra 
care when watering the plant. 
IT IS BETTER to give one 
heavy watering than to give sev­ 
eral light applications. W hen the 
whole area is wet the plant has 
more of a reservoir from which 
to draw its needed supply. 
A plant can show wilting dur­ 
ing the warm part of the day 
and recover during the coo1 part 
without any bad effects on the 
plant growth. However, if the 
plant remains wilted durlhg the 
cool part of the day, it indicates 
that all the available moisture 
has been taken from the soil and 
watering should take place.

Fuchsias add color and variety 
to the shady parts of the gar­ 
den.

CHICAGO (U.R)—Furniture de­ 
signers have come to the rescue 
of the one-room apartment dwell­ 
er who wants a handsome-look­ 
ing home, not a collection of do- 
it-yourself fads, for relatively 
little money. 
A tour of the recent home fur­ 
nishings show here showed that 
it’s possible to furnish a one- 
room apartment with handsome­ 
ly designed and finished pieces 
at moderate cost. 


OF COURSE, you can furnish 
for less if you want to finish or 
paint your own furniture, if you 
can “run things up” on the sew­ 
ing machine, or have a knack 
for making old furniture look 
attractive. 
But the man or woman who 
can’t or doesn’t want to bother to 
do much of the work can now 
afford what the industry calls 
“uncommercial” furniture. 


THE BIGGEST strides have 
been in convertible pieces—sofas 
that can be used for beds and 
not look like sleeping quarters, 
desks that can be turned into 
dining tables and chests fhat 
combine dresser and other stor­ 
age space. 
One manufacturer (England­ 
er) Is out with a sofa (at $79.95) 
on wrought iron legs, with a de­ 
tachable back, hidden by a large 
bolster. The back has springs on 
top and legs that let down. 
THE SOFA SEAT cushion lifts 
onto the detached section to 
sleep one person. What’s left of 
the innerspring base becomes the 
other twin bed. 
Another 
manufacturer 
fea­ 
tures chests, tables, and chairs 
in maple, finished to look like 
walnut or fruitwood. These mod­ 
ern pieces were designed by Milo 


Baughman (for Murray of Win- 
chendon, Mass.) and come in a 
light, dark or slate finish, com­ 
bined sometimes with white or 
black. The fittings are brass. 
INEXPENSIVE RUGS 
From this collection the one- 
room apartment dweller could 
select (for $144.50) 
a 54-inch 
long buffet dresser in maple with 
a gray-brown walnut finish. It 
has three wide drawers and a 
storage compartment with an ad­ 
justable shelf behind a folding 
door. Drawer pulls and trim are 
brass. 


THERE IS a matching dark 
finish desk that as a dining table 
($130), could seat two. 
Two 
square 
modular 
tables 
($16,00 each) can be used to­ 
gether as a coffee table or sep­ 
arated to give table space for 
buffet meals. They come in a 
solid, almost ebony finish or in 
lighter shades with a white top. 
You can add to these to make 
a large square or L-shaped table. 
The money you can save by 
purchasing one of the new inex­ 
pensive rug weaves will help fi­ 
nance a splurge on “designer” 
f u r n i t u r e .

Dickies or vests can be made by 
the dozens from scraps and rem­ 
nants. They make welcome gifts 
and require little fitting. They 
carry more dignity as a gift than 
a kitchen apron, yet they cost no 
more. 
IF YOUR emotions call for a 
color spree, here you may indulge 
almost to your heart’s content. In 
small areas such as in dickies, 
one may “get by” with brighter 
colors. 
However, 
consider 
the 
color element if you already know 
that certain colors “belittle” your 
skin texture. 
We all please or irritate others 
by the colors we wear. The hu­ 
man 
eye has separate 
nerves 
which 
register 
various 
colors. 
That is why some people are 
irritated and over stimulated by 
bright hot colors and refreshed 
by soft cool colors. We know that 
color therapy is used by doctors 
for the cure or treatment of men­ 
tal tioubles as well as physical 
ailments. Animals, fish, birds and 
insects react to color. Be thought­ 
ful about the colors you make 
use of, but enjvoy them also. 


IF THERE IS A favorite print, 
but in a small amount, which 
looks well on you and could be 
used as a dickie, you may make 
the back of another material so 
long as it does not show. A piece 
of tucked materials, or lace scraps 
pieced together, make interesting 
dickies. 
Here we have used the scraps 
from a taffeta slip to make this 
scalloped dickie, which was pic­ 
tured in the first lesson to this 
course. 
IS IS NOT necessary to buy a 
dickie pattern 
if you have a 
pleasing blouse pattern on hand. 
Simply cut the front and back 
sections straight down from the 
shoulder seams. You may shape 
the sides according to your figure 
needs. It would be well to cut a 
pattern out of an old piece of 
material first. 
STEP 1. Scallops are easiest to 
handle when faced instead of 
bound. Here we assemble the col­ 
lar as in previous blouse illustra­ 
tions. If you want to make scal­ 
lops where none are indicated, or 
if the pattern markings are vague 
to follow, draw the outline with 
a pencil, and a glass or biscuit 
cutter which matches in size. If 
you use an inner facing be cer­ 
tain 
that 
both 
materials 
are 
shrunk to match. 
STEP 2. Scallops should not 
“cup” when finished. Stretching 
the stitching slightly will avoid 
this effect. Superfluous fullness 
on the seam should be notched 
out and corners carefully clipped. 
The weave of the fabric will de­ 
cide the depth of the clipping. 
The result of proper clipping will 
produce a perfectly flat corner 
when the scallop is turned.

STEP 3. We have basted the 
scallops and the collar into posi­ 
tion for the purpose of pressing 
accurately. Basting with soft silk 
thread leaves less of a mark after 
the pressing is completed. 
Decide on the proper waist line, 
fold the dickie sides together and 
mark through all layers at one 
time. You may determine the size 
of the elastic side pieces by add­ 
ing to them the difference be­ 
tween the size of the dickie and 
what it lacks to make your cor­ 
rect waist measurement. 
The elastic may then be stitch­ 
ed flat at the stiletto markings. 
Next week we will make a tie 
belt with an inner lining.

Hot Weather Hints 
For Light Laundry 
Easily sudsed, fast-drying no­ 
iron fabrics make it easy to keep 
the family cleanly clothed in hot 
weather. 
Crinkle cottons, such as seer­ 
sucker or plisse, need only be 
hung and straightened with the 
hands after they’re washed in 
thick, hot soapsuds and rinses. 
Nylon or Orion garments will dry 
like new if taken directly from 
the 
final rinse 
and 
arranged 
dripping on hangers. 
Pleating 
or ruffling can be pulled gently 
into shape with the fingers while 
still damp. If corduroy is wash­ 
ed in lukewarm suds and rinses 
and 
smoothed 
carefully 
when 
hung, 
it 
requires 
only 
light 
brushing to raise the pile. 
Where ironing is required, a 
few tricks save time.

Garden Entrance Trellis 
May Be Set In Fence Line 


A garden entrance trellis may 
be set in a fence line or over a 
pathw ay through a hedge row. 
Preservative-treated or decay- 
resistan t wood should be used, 
especially for the upright 2 by 4s. 
M ake three “ladders,” as shown 
in the draw ings. The two upright 
ladders are 9 feet long, with the 
1 by 2-inch “rungs” spaced 12 
inches ap art, on centers. Fasten 
tne rungs to the rails with No. 10 
flath ead wood screws, lVis inches 
long. 


Tire top ladder is 5 feet long, 
w ith six rungs spaced evenly. 
F asten th e top to the uprights 
w ith screws 2*2 inches long. Use 
brass or other non-rusting screws. 
Set th e trellis in place and 
mark the positions of the post 


holes. 
Dig 
the 
holes 
slightly 
deeper than 2 feet and place 
crushed stone in the bottom s to 
level the trellis. T am p earth and 
crushed stone around th e posts 
to set them firmly. If a gate is 
to be added to the trellis, use 10- 
foot posts, set 3 
feet in the 
ground, preferably in concrete. 


Wood Preservatives 
Fence posts and other under­ 
ground lum ber need preserva­ 
tives to prevent rot. C hlorinated 
phenols and zinc n ap hthenates 
penetrate pores and repel fungi. 
These can be painted over. Cop­ 
per naphthenate 
and 
crébsote 
also are preservative*, b u t tend 
to bleed through paint.

are gradually shifting their em­ 
phasis to harbor development. 
Clipper Yacht, founded 16 years 
ago in the loft of what is now 
the M arin Theater, 
has 
built 
about 35 clippers—20 foot racing 
sloops— since 1946. W ith time out 
for five years of m ilitary duty, 
founder Pedersen in 1946 leased 
a joiner shop in Alameda from 
the Alaska Packer Co., an old 
sailing fleet which included the 
Pacific Queen. 
W hen the federal government 
put M arinship up for sale in 1947, 
Pedersen 
and 
Morgan 
bought 
three acres at the south end. 
Subsequently they purchased 47 
acres northward to Gate Five, 
about two thirds of it under 
water. They still own 37.29 acres, 
nearly all offshore lands. 
Objective for Clipper Yacht's 
proprietors 
is 
development 
of 
yacht 
harbor 
facilities. 
First 
big step was taken in April with 
the opening of the Sport fishing 
pier at Gate Five. 
The pier, lo­ 
cated at the old ferry slip used 
in the war years to embark and 
debark Sen Francisco shipyard 
workers, 
can 
accommodate 
20 
party boats. 
Pedersen and M or­ 
gan say they w ill extend the pier 
and dredge around it if necess 
sary for expansion. 


75 Foot Fiberglass 
Boat Is Project 
By the end of this month, bar­ 
ring the unforseen, Peter Lowe 
and M ark G ray may be ready 
for production on a boat that has 
been a year and a half in de­ 
velopment. 
The 15-foot craft, of 
fibrous glass impregnated with 
polyester resin, requires virtual­ 
ly no maintenance. 
The paint 
is baked in and there is no wood 
for salt water creatures to creep 
into. 
The fiberglas boat pro­ 
ject is an off-shoot of an enter­ 
prise which once featured molded 
fiberglas sheets for patios and 
] x>m dividers. 
Lowe and Gray 
still dabble in an occasional fab­ 
rication of this type “on the 
side.”

Sailmakers Say 
Business Booming 
Of Larson and Sutter, a re­ 
porter asked, “ How’s business?” 
“ Business couldn’t be better,” 
replied Larson, a sailmaker for 
45 years. 
“ Booming, to say the least,” 
said Sutter. 
Gate Five’s 
“ outside” 
enter­ 
prises—those in neither the W a l­ 
do nor Mold Loft Buildings— 
represent 
a 
variegated 
tempo 
whose apparent keynote is lumber 
and the building trades. Far and 
away the biggest in point of land 
area is Service Lumber Co., once 
a bulwark in construction work 
on the San Francisco Peninsula. 
The transfer of Service’s head­ 
quarters Feb. 1 was occasioned 
by three factors: a desire to be 
close to planing and sawmills at 
Healdsburg, shift in Bay Area 
growth to M arin, and the fact 
that Service Lumber’s lease on 
the Bay shore site ran out after 
10 years. 
On its Marinship site, 
purchased from Clipper Yact Co., 
Service quickly erected an at­ 
tractive new’ office building and 
set about picking up where it had 
left off. 
The firm provides 16 
jobs and, 
if M arin 
expansion 
continues as promised, that figure 
w ill expand too. 
Owners of the 
company are Richard J. Gehrig 
and Frank A. Egnall. 
Then there’s Norman C. John- 
who says not a stick oi the 


lumber he processes is sold in 
California. The Norman C. Jo h n ­ 
son Co., he explains, manufac­ 
tures specialty lumber products, 
principally lumber for railroad 
cars. 
Most of his business is in 
the East, he asserted 
His five- 
acre layout moved into produc­ 
tion last fall, employing six men. 
Johnson himself has been in 
the lumber business for 15 years, 
moving to M arinship from E u ­ 
reka, where he maintains inter­ 
est in a logging and sawmill op­ 
eration. 
On April 11 he launch­ 
ed construction of a second lum­ 
ber treatment kiln which w ill en­ 
able him to balance his produc­ 
tion. 
Previously, 
the 
planing 
m ill’s m illion foot capacity was 
greater than the output of the 
single kiln. W hen the new kiln is 
up, Johnson said, his operation 
will employ twice as many men 
as it does no>v.

The m ill manufac­ 
tures custom cabinets and does 
lumber m ill w’ork. It has been in 
operation a year and a half. 
Grading and excavating con­ 
tractors Ken Shaffer and Car­ 
rol Madsen recently “ lost” a bull­ 
dozer on a job on the 1 iburon 
Peninsula. 
Shaffer said it took 
him all day to find Madsen on 
the rig.

but Jerem iah could 
go where h^> pleased. He could 
rem ain in Ju d ah or go to Baby­

So the leaders of Judah 
took the people into Egypt. 
We will have to om it the odd 
order God gave Jerem iah about 
the stones with w hich he was 
told to build a propylaea before 
the royal palace in Egypt repre­ 
senting the dais upon which the 
king sat, m eaning a prophecy 
th a t the kingdom would u lti­ 
m ately be destroyed. 
In Egypt Jerem iah gave his 
people a last w arning, because 
“T hey are not hum bled even unto 
this 
day, 
neither 
have 
they 
feared, nor walked in My law. 
nor in My statutes, th a t I set 
before 
you 
and 
before 
your 
fathers. 
“Therefore I will set My face 
against you for evil, and to cut 
off all Judah.” 
EVEN 
THEN 
they 
did 
not 
hearken, but all the m en whose 
wives had been burning incense 
to th e heathen queen of heaven 
because they said Jeh o v ah ’s pro­ 
tection had been of little use to 
them , and the queen of heaven 
had been kinder, refused to cease 
th eir idolatrous worship. 
Jerem iah alone rem ained true 
to his God in all things, and he 
w aited quietly for the salvation 
of God. 
T he m oral of the lesson is 
plain. If we walk in th e statutes 
of God our F ather, tru st in Him 
and do His will, we shall be blest. 
B ut if we worship strange gods 
and disobey His com m andm ents 
evil will surely come to us.

Boom Seen

NEW YORK (U.R) — T h ere’s a 
boom in church building across 
the country keyed to the new 
surge of in terest in religion. 


The new churches are p arting 
from trad itio n both in arch itec­ 
ture and in concept of the func­ 
tion of the house of God. 


More and more the churches 
are being buiit as a hom e—w ith 
about h alf of every building dol­ 
lar going for educational, rec­ 
reational, and fellowship facili­ 
ties. T he idea is to provide a 
place for every m em ber of the 
fam ily every day of the week. 


OLD IDEA 
The old idea of a big m eeting 
room is gone. The new church 
is a place for youth seven days 
a week as well as adults. 


And the trend in church de­ 
sign is aw ay from the traditional, 
away from the strictly G othic 
and G eorgian structures. Some 
of the contem porary designs are 
mild shockers, but m ost have 
dignity and proportion. And they 
utilize m odern m aterials. 
T he building boom is expected 
to continue, George Cline Sm ith, 
assistant vice president and econ­ 
omist of the F. W. Dodge Corp., 
in a recent assessm ent said: 
“It is reasonable to expect th a t 
in the com ing 
10 
years, 
some 
70,000 churches and synagogues 
will be constructed or su b stan ­ 
tially altered at a total cost of 
nearly six billion dollars. In a d ­ 
dition, th ere will be aboot 12,500 
projects involving parish houses, 
S u n d a y schools, and related 
buildings costing $114 billion.” 
Sm ith said contract aw ards for 
rel's.ous buildings in the 37 E a s t­ 
ern states in the 
first th r 
m onths of this year totaled 128 
m illion dollars—up 61 per cent 
abave the first quarter of last 
year. 


MANY REASONS 
E xpanding congregations, pop­ 
ulation shifts, n e ^ congregations,
